CHICAGO, Dec. 28— (IN S)— It is no 
longer a fear— it is a probability that 
automobile traffic accidents will kill 
more persons in 1936 thai, in any other 
year in the n atio n ’s history. In a few- 
more days, if the trend of th e first IO 
months of 1936 continues, the ‘‘p ro b­ 
ability” will become a fact, with the 
all-tinie high death toll 
som ewhere 
near 37,500. 
The previous high was 
17,000 traffic accident deaths in 1935. 
But the picture is not a s black as the 
deaths indicate. True, we can no t g ain ­ 
say the fact that 29,850 accident dead 
at the end of IO mouths is a total one 
per cent greater than for the same, 
pet iod of 1935. But, an d this condition 
is significant, American motorists, to 
November I of this year, traveled 16,- 
720,000,000 
(c o rrect — not 
16,720,000) 
more miles than they did d u rin g the 
corresponding mont hs of 1935.

This c ontr ast is reasonable proof 
th at some powerful influences a re at 
work, saving lives. May I sug gest some 
of these influences? 
About 20 y e a rs ag o th e nation paid 
little heed to the record of 10,000 p er­ 
sons killed by automobiles. 
But year

creased, the public began to take no­ 
tice. As more an d more persons be­ 
gan to drive cars, the death totals in­ 
c reased—to 21.877 in 1925. 32,929 in 
1930 an d 37,000 in 1935. 
Millions of 
others were in ju red — 105.000 were dis­ 
abled perm an en tl y by traffic accidents 
in 1935 and 1,180,000 other s were dis­ 
abled tem porarily. A q u a r i a n s placed 
'h e cost of these accidents In 1935 at 
$1,600,000,000 
by estim atin g 
loss 
of 
wages, medical expense, property d a m ­ 
age and certain Insura nce costs, borne 
by th e victims and their families. 
Now, in 1936, in spite of trem e n d o u s­ 
ly g r e a t e r automob ile mileage, acci­ 
dent death s aud injuries a r e fewer per 
mile of travel. 
W h a t has been done about the prob­ 
lem? T hro ugh the yea rs the National 
Safety Council has kept up a steady 
bombar dmen t a g a in s t traffic accident’s 
by means of its engineering, publicity, 
field work and public safety divisions.' 
About 1914, safety councils were fo rm ­ 
ed in Rochester, N. Y.; Reading, Pa., 
and Detroit. More and more cities fbi 
lowed their lead. Today h u n d re d s of 
cities and 34 st ates have perm anent 
traffic safety program s. 
In the Na­ 
tional Safety Council’s National T r a f ­ 
fic Safety Contest 1,012 cities, 606 of 
them of mor e th a n 10,000 population, 
and including every one of the 13 cities 
of more than 500,000 population, are 
competing again st each oth er for the 
best accident prevention record. 
Briefly, each city an d state purs ues 
a progra m based upon intelligent t r a f ­ 
fic safety engineering, strict enforce­ 
m ent of traffic laws au d thorough ed u ­ 
cation of school children an d adult s 
for safety. 
The results? In 1936 accident deaths 
in cities w ill total abou t 11,200, five per 
cent below 1935; in r u r a l a re a s th e to ­ 
tal will be about 26,300, five per cent 
higher than in 1935. More than 5,000 
high school system s have made traffic 
safety the subject of reg u la r courses
